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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following 
the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 33-62 been renumbered 32-61, T^spQctivcly, Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 32-50, 52-58, drawn to a shear analyzer and method which contains a device 
for producing extremely thin liquid layers. 

Group II, claim(s) 51, drawn to a method of determining thickness of an ultra-thin liquid layer. 
Group III, claims(s) 59-61, drawn to a method of determining an absorption rate constant. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The inventions as listed as Group I to Group III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1, because under PCT Rule 13.1, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the claims of Group I do not 
require the special technical features of a liquid flow comprising a strongly fluorescing 
fluorophor which does not absorb to the measurement surface and generating a evanescent light 
wave of Group II or the special technical feature comprising an emission monochrometer with 
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optical prism of Group III. Similarly, the technical features of the claims of Group II-III do not 
relate to a single inventive concept. None of the claims as presently written link together the 
inventions set forth in Groups I-III.
